Property in Mexico 


Mexico seems determined to safeguard her natural resources. 
The law in that country provides that at least Bl per cent of the 
itoek in mining enterprises must be held by Mexican eitixens. 
A good many American business men think it is intolerable 
impudence for the Mexicans to insist on control of their own re­ 
sources and industries. 
Especially such a vital industry as oil, 
which Americans need, and whose production and distribution 
they understand so well. 
In the good old days, it was usually 
Americans who controlled the mines and oil wells. 
Otherwise it 
was likely to be the British, French and Dutch. 
The days of foreign exploitation in Mexico are evidently 
over. And what are American capitalists going to do about it? 
Their indignation, some of which is justifiable, doesn’t accomplish 
much. 
They have a right to object to confiscation of property 
honestly acquired by them, and a right to object to retroactive 
laws against them. But Mexico has a right to make her own laws 
and own her own property, as long as she does not take foreign 
property, legitimately acquired, without giving compensation for it 
It is just as well to remember, whenever such a dispute arises 
that our own country and people, generally speaking, have got a 
great deal out of Mexico in territory and wealth, since 1848, and 
have paid very little for it. 


More Oil Per Well 


There is probably more oil in the ground than ever was 
pumped. This may be true of the “exhausted” oil fields, without 
regard to new productive areas. 
The practice has been to take 
what oil came up through a drilled hole, raised by the pressure of 
expansive gases, and to reinforce that pressure by pumping in the 
later stages, then quitting. This procedure, oil experts now say, 
often gives no more than one-third of the oil in the pool below. 
How can the rest be obtained? Engineers have been work­ 
ing hard on that problem lately. Various suggestions have been 
made, usually involving the application of artificial pressure to 
the oil-bearing sand under its rock cover, so as to make the oil flow 
up again through the bores. 
Henry L. Doherty, engineer and in­ 
dustrialist, has submitted to the presidents oil board a diseo\er> 
by which he says the oil flow may be greatly increased. 
Obviously, obtaining twice the usual amount of peti oleum 
per well would amount to doubling the available supply in pro­ 
ducing fields and untapped fields, and bring in a vast, unexpected 
treasure from old ones.

Prepared by State * 
Mine Inspector. 


To ald the state-wide safety cam­ 
paign which opened today, R. M. Lam­ 
bie, state mine Inspector, has prepared 
a slries of suggestions to be submitted 
to the coal operators of the state 
through their associations. These sug­ 
gestions, eight In number, are: 
First — Pledge each employe in 
writing to faithfully observe the min- 
.lug laws and the mining rules and 
regulations. 
Second—Organize a safety club con­ 
sisting of all employes at the mine 
and select therefrom a safety commit­ 
tee consisting of five employes whose 
duty it shall be to ald the mine 
authorities In the enforcement of all 
safety regulations. 
Third—Hold at least one meeting a 
month of the safety club when the 
dangers 
Incident 
to mining can be 
Stressed by local or visiting speakers. 
Fourth—Hold weekly meetings of 
mine officials, superintendents, fore­ 
men, assistant foremen, fire bosses, 
etc., to discuss safety measures. 
Fifth—lh many instances the local 
behoot in the mining community can 
be utilized to stimulate interest. When 
boys and girls are interested, they 
caTry that interest Into the home. 
Sixth—In every mining community 
there should be an active head to this 
safety work. 
Some companies have 
welfare agen** who direct this work. 
It has been found that where responsi­ 
bility is lodged in an individual rather 
than distributed among several, better 
feeults are obtained. 
Seventh—Trophies or prizes awarded 
to those who make mad maintain 
tbs lowest accident records have been 
found to stimulate and maintain tar 
terest 
Eighth—The district mins (nape* 
or the safety director, will visit 
mine and explain in detail the v * 
suggestions that a rt being made 
tho -umber of mining Rod- 
and personally Bolton the co­ 
tton of tho mine authorities.

More Nutritious Than 
White or Sweet 
Potatoes. 


TOKYO.—The humble, but highly 
nutritive chestnut, Is to be called upon 
to solve Japan’s food problem lf Prof. 
Ka! Iriya, head of the forest affairs 
section of the department of agricul­ 
ture and forestry, has his say. 
Prof. Iriya is sponsoring a plan to 
plant 150,000,000 chestnut trees In all 
parts of Japan. By so doing, he de­ 
clares, the nation will be able to pro­ 
duce sufficient food to obivate the ne­ 


cessity of Importing staple foodstuffs 
from abroad. 
Utilize Unueed Land. 
Under Prof. Iriya’s scheme about 
1,000 chestnut trees would bo planted 
on each two and one-half acres of 
land allotted to the propocl. They 
would be planted along the banks of 
rivers, in hills and vacant lots so as 
to decrease the area of land cultivated 
for other purposes. 
“I am confident that the food prob­ 
lem of the country can be solved by 
this plan to an extent that it would 
not be necessary any longer to im­ 
port rice from abroad,” Prof. Iriya 
said. “At present Japan Is Importing 
from IS,000,006 to 25,000,000 bushels 
of rice each year at a cost of more 
than $50,000,000 and this is very se-; 
nous factor in the trade balance of the < 
nation. 
“The prtce of chestnuts at present Is 
high because so few are produced. I 
have made an investigation and have 
found that as long as 1,300 years ago 
tho chestnut was grown extensively in 
Japan and was a favorite food of the 
people. The Introduction of potatoes 
and other vegetables from western 
lands, however gradually crowded out 
the growing of chestnuts 
and 
ths 
trees were allowed to die. 


nose people like chestnuts and these 
nuts, mixed with rice, always have 
been a favorite food in this country. 
If moro will be cheaper nad the people 
as a whole will be able to eat them In 
greater quantities.’’ 
Prof. Iriya will present his plan to 
Seiji Hayami, the minister of agricul­ 
ture and forestry, and ask his depart­ 
ment chlof to endeavor to obtain gov­ 
ernment air and sanction for It.

WASHINGTON.—A

est contributions to science. 
In novelty and intricate mechanism 
it undoubtedly exceeds the dream ol 
the individual who conceived the bee’s 
m ittens or a pair of pliers for remov­ 
ing a gnat’s eyebrows. 
In connection with a study of bee.? 
the honey industry a government 
acientist perfected an electrical de­ 
vice, placed on the doorstep of a bee­ 
hive. to register the entrance and exit 
of the honey-makers with due precis­ 
ion. 
W henever a bee entered or left the 
hive her movements were electrically 
rcorded on a graphic chart. It was said 
that this unique instrument has fur- 
nished scientists with important in­ 
fo™.at ion relative to the honey indus­ 
try. 
Other Instruments. 
Many oth»-r delicate instrum ents for 
measurements 
and scientific utudies 
have been perfected at 
the . United 
States Bureau of Standards. 
For astronomical studies Dr. W. W. 
Coblenz has invented a radiometer by 
which lie is able to measure the heat 
radiate d by a candle at a distance of 
I O O miles. 
I)**. Coblenz, Vi th. this In-! 
3trument. determined the heat of more J 
than IOO stars and planets and was j 
able Xo announce definitely that the! 
tem perature on the plant Mara makes 
possible the existence there of animal 
life.

The clock is equip­ 
ped to send an electric impulse by 
wire to any laboratory in the bureau 
every second, for the precision time 
service required in many researches 
Measuring appliances are often of 
high precision or of great ingenuity. 
For an 
unusual 
psyschologlcal 
re­ 
search a bureau expert devised and 
made an instrum ent to measure tho 
heat evolved by a human nerve car­ 
rying an impulse. 
Government scientists are explor­ 
ing the atom. 
Research in this field 
has developed the necessity of meas­ 
urement of the energy required to dis­ 
place an electron in an atom, or re­ 
move it entirely from the atom. 
"It is now known that the structure 
of the atoms can be learned and the 
frequency of radiation computed from 
a m easurem ent of the energy refer­ 
red to above,” an expert said. 
High sensitivity in length measures 
has been attained in an improved ul­ 
tramicrometer. Two plates, one fixed, 
the other movable, form an electric 
condenser in parallel with an adjust­ 
ed uctance 
giving, 
with 
suitable 
current source, waves of radio fre­ 
quency. 
A second fixed source of radio-fre­ 
quency waves is tuned so that the I wo 
waves trains beat audibly, a musical 
beat note being heard. 
When the movable plate of the first 
condenser Is moved by an amount as 
small as one-billionth 
of

inch, 
there is a decided change of pitch in 
the musical tone. 
The apparatus is 
far too sensitive for any known use 
but its principle is being successfully 
used for gauge testing to a millionth 
of an inch.

IS LAUNCHED 


S e r i e s of Suggestions 
Prepared by State 
Mine Inspector. 


To ald the state-wide safety cam­ 
paign which opened today. R. M. Lam­ 
bie, state mins Inspector, has prepared 
a series of euggestlons to be submitted 
to 
the coal 
operators of 
the state 
through their associations. These sug­ 
gestions, eight in number, are: 
First — Pledge each 
employe 
In 
writing to faithfully observe the min- 
.lng 
laws and 
the mining rules and 
regulations. 
Second—Organize a safety club con­ 
sisting of all employes at the mine 
and select therefrom a safety commit­ 
tee c< radiating of five employes whose 
duty It shall be to aid the mine 
authorities In th® enforcement of all 
safety regulations. 
Third—Hold at least one meeting a 
month of the safety club when the 
dangers 
incident 
to raining can be 
•tressed by local or visiting speakers.' 
Fourth—Hold weekly meetings of 
mine officials, superintendents, fore-j 
men, assistant foremen, fire bosses, 
etc., to discuss safety measures. 
Fifth—In many instances the local 
school in the mining community can 
be utilized to stimulate interest. When 
boys end girls are interested, they 
carry that Interest into the home. 
Sixth—in overy mining community 
thoro should be an active head to this 
safety work. 
Some companies have 
welfare ageu’.s who direct this work. 
It has been found that where responsi­ 
bility is lodged In an Individual rather 
than distributed among several, better 
results are obtained. 
Seventh—Trophies or prizes awarded 
to 
those 
who 
make and maintain 
the lowest accident records have been 
found to stimulate and maintain In­ 
terest. 
Eighth—The district mine Inspec­ 
tor, or the safety director, will visit 
t 
a mins and explain in detail the va* 
jus euggestlons that ars being made 
to reduce the -umber of mining noel- 
. dents and personally solicit the co­ 
operation of the mine guthoritles.

IN FOOD PLAN 


Fifteen Million Trees 
be Set Out In 
Nippon 


to 


R I C E S U B S TITUTE 


More Nutritious Than 
White or Sweet 
Potatoes. 


TOKYO.—T he humble, but highly 
nu tritiv e chestnut. Is to be called upon 
to solve Jap an’s food problem if Prof. 
K al Iriya, head of the forest affairs 
section of the departm ent of agricul­ 
tu re and forestry, has his say. 
Prof Iriya is sponsoring a plan to 
p la n t 150,000,000 chestnut trees in all 
p arts of Japan. 
By so doing, he d e ­ 
clares, the nation will be able to pro­ 
duce sufficient food to obivate the n e ­ 


cessity of Importing staple foodotuffs 
from abroad. 
Utilize Unused Land. 
Under Prof. Irtya's scheme about 
1,000 chestnut trees would bo planted 
on each tw o and one-half acre* of 
land allotted to the propoct. They 
would be planted along the banks of 
rivers, in hills and vacant lots ho as 
to decrease th e area of land cultivated 
for other purposes. 
“I am confident th at th© food prob­ 
lem of the country can be solved by 
this plan to an extent that it would 
not be necessary any longer to Im- 
port rice from abroad," Prof. Iriya 
said. "At p resen t Japan Is im porting 
from 15,000,006 to 25,000,000 bushels 
of rico each year at a cost of morn 
than $50,000,000 and this Is 
very se­ 
rious factor in th e trade balance of the 
nation. 
“The price of chestnuts at present is 
high because so few are produced. I 
have made an Investigation and have 
found that as long as 1,300 years ago 
tho chestnut was grown extensively in 
Japan and was a favorite food of tho 
people. 
T he introduction of potatoes 
and other vegetables from w estern 
lands, how ever gradually crowded out 
the growing of chestnuts 
and 
ths 
trees were allowed to die. 


Found Nuturltious. 
'T have had my food experts make 
a comparative study of white potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and chestnuts as re ­ 
gards th eir nutritive value and have 
found that chestnuts are far more nu­ 
tritious than th e others. The Ja p a ­ 


nese people like chestnut* and th*** 
nuts, mixed with rice, alway* have 
been a favorite food In this country 
Mf moro will he cheaper nad the people 
•a a whole will be able to eat them In 
greater quantities.” 
Prof. Iriya will present his plan to 
Seljl Ilayam l, the minister of agricul­ 
ture and forestry, and ask hi* depart­ 
ment ehiof to endeavor to obtain gov­ 
ernm ent air and sanction for It.
